Eastern Refrigerating Company, gave an address on 
the subject of cold storage, a business which, he said, is very 
generally misunderstood. Through agitation resulting from 
the high cost of living many have been led to believe that the 
cold storage business is almost purely speculative, whereas i' 
is, nothing of the sort, as described by Mr. Parks. 
• The business is one of the simplest propositions in the 
world. It consists,in gajhering; food,products when they are 
a drug on the market ancKpreserving them in.cold storage 
until such time as limited production creates a demand whicl 
enables those engaged in the business to sell at a profit. 
As 


Mr. Parks said, if it were not for cold storage there would be 
times when egg's and butler would be so scarce as to be prac 
tically-beyond the reach of people of ordinary means. 


And there was truth in his words. There may be abuses ii 


the cold storage business. 
If there are they should be cor 


reded and will be. But the idea that the business is largely 
responsible for the cost,of living,' thatxthc people are in Hi 
grip of a lot of heartless speculators wlio care for nothing ex 
cept their own gains, is erroneous. 


The fact is tliat cold storage is ohe/of the most valuable o 


air modern developments. H does for the people what they 
could not!do for themselves,'by'collecting food products whei 
there is a surplus and placing thein where they will be availa 
ble when there is a scarcity. If there is anything wrong ii 
that it remains to be demonstrated.1

should'be, ana perhaps moMMaws may be necessary. Bi 
intelligent people will not question lite legitimacy of the bus 
liess when'legitimately conducted, or question its value to Ih 
public under,the conditions that prevail today.

on a knowledge of the facts, and not upon ignorance an 
prejudice.
